JU PITER , of all

On the 12th 
of this month the giant planet 
stopped Its retrograde movement 
and since then has been moving 
eastw ard a t^ n g the stars. 
When we observe any of the 
outer 
planets 
retrograding, 
or 
moving apparently to the west for 
a while, the explanat on is simply 
th at w'e ourselves are passing these 
planets a t a greater rate of speed, 
and they, therefore, appear to be 
going backward. The real motion 
of the planets is always eastw ard 
around the sun. 
It can easily be discovered by a 
little 
patient 
observation 
th at 
tho#e planets which are closer to 
the sun move more rapidly than 
thole th at are farther aw ay from 
that body. Mara moves much more 
rapidly against the background of 
the sta rs than either Jupiter or 
Saturn, but of the**; latter two, 
Jupiter changes its poaition much 
more quickly than Saturn. Mars 
takes nearly two years to trave 
once around the sun, Jupiter about 
twelve, and Saturn nearly thirty.
